area—Iran, Iraq, Jordan. Leb- 
anon, Syria, Saudi Arabia and 
Israel—have been over a billion 
dollars since the end of World 
War II. Expenditures up to June 
30 will be over' the 900-million- 
dollar mark, when the totals are 
released. 
This includes grants 


and loans. 


And to this must be added mili- 


tary aid figures which are not 
given out on a per-country basis.
